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History  of  Neea 

Although  an  exploratory  meeting  was  held  in  1941 
under  the  chairmanship  of  the  late  Sheperd  Pond  little  was 
actively  accomplished  until  after  1947.  In  that  year  a sec- 
ond meeting  was  held  in  Boston  with  Henry  Schumacher  as 
chairman.  Organizational  work  was  started  and  in  1947 
at  the  third  meeting,  held  in  Providence  with  Horace  Grant 
as  chairman,  the  New  England  Numismatic  Association 
was  formed  with  Harold  Whiteneck  as  its  first  president. 

From  then  on  NENA  has  snowballed,  increasing  its 
membership  each  year.  Conventions  have  been  held  in 
Boston,  Providence,  New  Haven,  Hartford,  Springfield 
and  Worcester.  It  has  advanced  from  a one  - day  to  a 
two  - day  convention.  It  publishes  a NENA  NEWS  bi- 
monthly and  has  at  present  close  to  three  hundred  names 
on  its  list. 

It  would  be  folly  to  try  and  single  out  the  individuals 
who  have  contributed  most  to  the  present  prosperous  state 
of  NENA.  The  pioneers  have  already  been  mentioned 
and  all  honor  to  them.  The  workers  have  been  many 
and  let  us  hope  their  enthusiasm  and  interest  will  build 
NENA  to  greater  heights  in  the  years  to  come.
